GERMAN BLOWS UP 
BRIDGE CONNECTING 
VANADA AND MAINE 


Damages Span of Rail- 
way Structure. 


HE 1S AMERICAN PRISONER 


May Be Defended Against Extra- 
dition—Damaged Structure 
Principal Outlet.

VANCEBORO, Me., Feb. 2.—An _ at- 
tempt to destroy the railroad bridge 
spanning the St. Croix River, which 
forms the international boundary line 
between Eastern Maine and New Bruns- 
wick, was made early today. One of 
the three spans of the structure was 
blown up by dynamite. 

Inquiry led to the arrest at a local ho- 
tel of a man who gave his name as 
Werner Van Horn, According to the po- 
lice, the prisoner said he was an officer 
in fie service of Germany, but refused 
to divulge his rank: The police say he 
admitted that he exploded the aynamite 


under a section of the bridge, and that 
a dynamite cap and a plan of the 
bridge were found in his pockets. Horne 
says he is 37 years old. 
The arrest was made t:v A Deputy 
Sheriff, who was accompanied by a 
railroad detective and two Canadian 
officers. Horne was removed to the 
United States immigration rooms. 
Van Horn is alleged to have told the 
officers the circumstances of the dyna- 
miting. He seemed unable to speak 
very good English. No papers were 
found to identify him. Ina coat pock- 
et he carried a German filaz. 
Thumb Frost-Bitten. 
Asked why he had dynamited the 
bridge, the prisoner, the police say, 
made the explanation that his country 
was at war with Great Britain and 
that Canada.was a part of the enemy’s 
country. He said he came from New 
York, arriving here Saturday. Immedi- 
ately after discharging the exp'os've be 
returned to the hotel. As »viaenc2 of 
his experience, he displayed ao frost- 
bitten thumb. His clothing had been 
encrusted with ice and was soaked 
through.

CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—Wheat raced up- 
ward again today, first sales showing a 
jump of as much-as 3%c a bushel, The 
May delivery touched §1.60, the top fig- 
ure to which the market went in the 
famous deal by James A. Patten in 
1909. Later the market advanced to $1.4 
for May. It was said sales to the 
Italian Goverrment in the last 24 hours 


amounted to 1,000,000 bushels. 
Still another cent a bushel was piled 


pn the cost of wheat just as the day 
came to an end. The market closed 
feverish at the tip-top prices of the 
session, with May at $1.65, making the 
gain from last night 8% cents.

Austria Limits Pastry Baking and 
Puts Maize in Flour. 


VIENNA, via London, Feb. 2.—The 
ministerial decree reducing the propor- 
tion of wheat or rye flour in making 
bread from 8 to §& per.cent, comes 
into force next Saturday. Not more 
than 20 per cent of the constituents of 
bread may consist of potato meal, and 
the remainder must be made up of 
barley, maize, oats or rice and sugar. 
The use of sugar is restricted to 5 per 
cent. 

Private householders are forbidden to 
use the finer grades of flour for bread- 
making. Confectioners may only use 70 | 
per cent of the best flours in cakes and 
pastry, which, after Saturday may only 
be made on two days each week. 

Both the Austrian and Hungarian 
Governments have ordered, now that 
the new maize is ready for milling, that 
flour must consist of 50 per cent maize 


meal.

PETROGRAD, Feb. 2.—Renewal of a 
fierce offensive by the Germans in the 
region of Sochaczew and Borjimon on 
the road to Warsaw is admitted in an 
official statement issued here today.

PAID BY GERMANY 
FOR IRISH REVOLT 


Money Declared to Have Been 
Advanced to Sir Roger Case- 
ment on His Promises.

BERLIN, Feb. 1, by Courier and Wire 
to London, Feb. 2.—How Sir Roger 
Casement, the former British consular 
officer and at present agitator against 
Great Britain, has convinced the Ger- 
man Government that he could create 
a rebellion against British authority in 
lhneland within six months and how dil- 
ficult he is finding it to put his proposed 


scheme into operation has been dis- 
closed to a correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch by a high official in the Ger- 
man Foreign Office. 

As a sort of retainer the Kaiser's 
counsellors paid Sir Roger $12,000. He 
was to have received a far more mu- 
nificent remuneration, however, upon 
the success of the plans he had formu- 
lated to harass the British Government. 

In effect Sir Roger’s proposition was 
that he should go to America, form a4 
secret organization there and send emis- 
saries, well equipped with German gold, 
to Ireland to stir up rebellious feel- 
ings which Wilhelmstrasse had been led 
to believe are by no means extinct 
among the Irish Nationalists. 

Plenty of Money Needed. 

Sir Roger persuaded his German 
friends that recruiting in the south of 
Ireland was practically nil and that the 
peasantry were bitterly opposed to war, 
and all that was required for a tri- 
umphant revolution was a few respen- 
sible leaders and plenty of ready money. 
His proposals were viewed in @ par- 
ticularly favorable light by the Berlin 
Foreign Office, because from the ex- 
travagant reports forwarded to Germany 
by a clique of Sinn Feiners in the 
United States the Germans believed that 
the Irish Catholics believed generally 
that they had been betrayed by the Irisn 


party in Parliament. 
This opinion, in fact, was expressed 


to the Post-Dispatch correspondent by 
a prominent Irish-American at present 
in Germany, whose hatred of England 
has led him to espouse the German 
cause. 

Unfortunately for Sir Roger, he was 
urtable to discover a safe way of get- 
ting from Germany to America with- 
out incurring risk of capture by Brit- 
ish warships. His desire to avoid fall- 
ing into the hands of Great Britain is 
accented by numerous highly colored 
stories circulated about the Fatherland 
to the effect that the British Govern- 
ment has set a price.upon his head— 
the sum quoted range from $6000 to 
$50,000—and has instructed its naval of- 
ficers to take him off any vessel, neu- 
tral or otherwise, aboard which he es- 
says to cross the Atlantic, that he 
might be stood up before a firing squad 
in the Tower of London. 


Expected to Go to America. 
Apparently, Sir Roger. credits some of 


these rumors, for he is living in con- 
siderable seclusion, and as yet has 
made no attempt to leave German soil. 
Meanwhile the German Government is 
beginning to wonder when he will ful- 
fill his promises and look askance as 
hig continued residence in Germany, 
where he can do nothing to earn his 
$12,000 ‘retainer. 

His friends say that it is understood 
that he will depart soon in strict incog- 
nito and will make a dash for Amer- 
ica. Formerly he meant to journey 
via the Scandinavian countries, but ev- 
idently has definitely abandoned that in- 
tention as too dangerous.

Mrs. Carrie Ehll Praises Treat- 
ment; Child Now Seven 
Days Old. 


Mrs. Carrie Ehll, 24 years old, of 270 
North Spring avenue, described to a 


Post-Dispatch reporter today her expe- 
rience in undergoing the ‘‘twilight sleep’”’ 
treatment at the birth of her third boy, 
now 7 days old and weighing 10 pounds. 

While the treatment has been admin- 
istered in a few other cases in St. 
Louis, Mre. Ehll is the first patient 
who has been willing to relate her ex- 
periences. 

‘T wish I could tell every woman 
in the world about it,”” she said, as she 
sat up in bed, cuddling little James Em- 
mett Ehll, the “twilight sleep baby,’ in 
her arms. 

‘It's just like going to sleep, and 
waking up with the baby beside you 
and knowing he’s yours.”’ 

First Treatment Is Given. 

Mrs. Ehll said that at 9 o’clock Mon- 
day night a week ago she began to feel 
severe pains. Her family physician 
was not in; so. Dr. F. L. Morse of 8504 
St. Louls avenue was summoned to her 
home. Dr. Morse prepared to make an 
injection in the woman’s arm. 

‘Is that the ‘twilight sleep,’ doctor?” 
Charles J. Ehill, her husband, who is 


quired. 

“I didn't intend to tell you at first, 
‘but since you’ve guessed it—it is,’’ 
Dr. Morse replied. 

It wag near 11 o’clock when the first 
treatment with a fluid composed of 
morphine and scopolamin was admin- 
istered. “I was in pain then,’’ Mrs. 
Ehll said, “‘but after that first treat- 
ment I didn’t feel it quite so badly. At 
midnight I received another treatment. 

“IT gradually became drowsy—I felt 
like I was going to sleep and couldn't 
prevent it,” she explained. ‘‘I could see 
the doctor and the nurse, but I seemed 
to be detached in’ some manner from 
their presence. I scarcely felt any 
pain. It was just a quiet coming of un- 
consciousness. I wasn’t frightened at 
all—I felt that everything would turn 
out all right. 

Slips Away Into Slumber. 

“At about 1 o’clock in the morning the 
last treatment was given. I remember 
that—and then the nurse asked me a 
question. I do not remember what my 
reply was, for I was rapidly slipping 
away into slumber. That’s the last I 
remember—the nurse's question, and I 
felt no pain at all then.”’ 

Mrs. Ehll said that at 6 o’clock she 
awoke, and her huband told her to re- 
main quiet. 

“Why?” she asked. 

“‘Why, look there,’’ he answered, point- 
ing to the baby, which was peacefully 
sleeping. Our voices seemed to awaken 
him and he started a lusty cry. I knew 


sleep without any nausea.’’ 

Mrs. Ehill said Dr. 
that she could have been up in five days 
if this child had not arrived so soon after 
another, who is only 1 years old. As 
it is, she expects to be about the house 
this afternoon, and was sitting up in 
bed the first day.

A Christian slave—a 
Crusader—escaped from his Persian cap- 
tors, a band of pious assassins, seeks 
and obtains asylum in Omar’s home, 
and loves the younger Shireen, Omar's 
ward. By shielding this dog of an un- 
believer, Omar gets himself into prison 
with the Christian. The scene in which 
Omar disposes of his guards, and gives 
the Christian time to escape, by his de- 
mand that he himself be tried ‘‘now 
or not at all,’’ is full of action and 
of acity. Omar’s imprisonment, and 
his punishment with the  bastinado, 
bring out his fortitude of character. 
Two visions are displayed, in one of 
which Omar’s astral body sends itself 
“‘to the invisible,’’ while in the other 
he appears as clay awaiting the pot- 
ter’s touch. One of his two early com- 
rades, the Vizier, keeps the compact 
which the other has forgotten, and 
Omar, freed from his persecutors, ap- 
pears in the epilogue as an old man, 
reunited with his Shireen in the garden 
of their youthful love.

HYDROAEROPLANE 
NOT WAR VESSEL 
BRYAN DEGIDES 


Secretary Overrules German 
Contention Americans Should 
Not Sell Machines.

WASHINGTON, Feb 2,—In 
Germany’s recent protest against the 
building of hydroaeroplanes by Ameri- 
can manufacturers for England and 
Russia, Secretary Bryan has~‘informed 
Count von Bernstorff, the German Am- 
bassador, that the State Department 
does not concur in the contention that 
such craft must be regarded as vessels 
of war “whose delivery to belligerent 
states by neutrals should be stopped.” 
The correspondence on the subject was 
made public yesterday by Mr. Bryan. 

Count von Bernstorff complained by 
letter to Secretary Bryan, Jan. 10, that 
the allies were buying great numbers 
of hydr@aeroplanes from the Curtiss 
Co., at Hammondsport, N. Y. The Am- 
bassador declared there could be no 
doubt that these craft must be classed as 
“war yvessels,’”’ the delivery of which to

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second Hague conference of Oct. 18, 


To this Secretary Bryan replied un- 
der date of Jan. 20 that the fact that 
the hydroaeroplane is fitted with ap- 
paratus to arise from and alight upon 
the sea does not any more give it the 
character of a vessel than the wheels 
by which an aeroplane arises give it 
the character of a land vehicle. Both 
are essentially aircraft and nothing 
elsé&. 

The Secretary cites the fact that Ger- 
many, according to the latest advices 
she has given this Government, pro- 
claims that “balloons .and flying ma- 
chines and their component parts’’ are 
only conditional contraband, and, there- 
fore, are not subject to seizure except 
when known to be destined for use by 
the armies of Germany's enemies. 

“It thus appears,’’ the Secretary con- 
cludes, “‘that the imperial Government 
have placed and still retain aircraft of 
all descriptions in the class of condi- 
tional contraband for which no special 
treatment, involving neutral duty, is, so 
far as I am advised, provided by any 
treaty.”’

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LEGISLATORS MAKE 
aE STUDY OF 


Charge by Superinitendent Potts 
of Illinois Arouses“Interest. in 
Missouri Conditions.

PROPOSED ACT ATTACKED 


Measure Would Benefit *“‘Com- 
bine” and Not Public, Spring- 
field Man Asserts. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 


Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 2.—The 
charge by Insurance’ Superintendent 


Potts of Illinois that the fire insurance 
rating bill prepared by Gov. Major's 
insurance commission is not in the in- 


interest of the insurance ‘“‘combine,’’ has 


resulted in a close study of insurance 
conditions by members of the Legisla- 
ture. 

Potts argued that the United States 
Supreme Court in construing the Kan- 
sae law for State regulation of insur- 
ance companies, declared plainly that 
the State has the power of regulation, 
and that the proposed law in Missouri 
falls far short of the powers the Su- 
preme Court has said the State has. 

Comparison Is Difficplt. 

A comparison of the proposed law in 
Missouri, the Kansas law and Supt. 
Potts’ view is difficult because of the 
wide variance in the systems. 

The Missouri act proposes to permit 
insurance companies, through actuarial 
bureaus, to charge the same rates on 
each class of risks, with power vested in 
the insurance superintendent to order 
a change in the rates charged if he de- 


business, for- five years, that the rates 
charged have produced an undue profit. 
‘he companies may appeal to the courts 
for a review of any order to reduce 
rates, and while the matter is pending 
the companies may continue to charge 
the higher rate, putting the difference 
in a special trust fund to be returned 
to the policy holders if the court sus- 
tains the superintendent. 

Relieves Companies of Liability. 

The bill by this provision would re- 
lieve the insurance companies of liabil- 
itv under the anti-trust laws, and give 
legal support to non-competition prac- 
tices. 

The Kansas law makes no provision 
for public bureaus, conducted by the 
insurance companies, but requires that 
they file their rates and data direct 
with the State Insurance Department. 
The insurance superintendent has power 
at any time to direct a reduction in 
rates if he determines the rates are too 
high. The companies may appeal to the 
courts from his decision, but instead of 


ments to be returned by them to the 
policy holders if the court decision its 
against the companies, requires that 
the excess be paid in to the insurance 
department and paid by it either to the 
policy holders or the companies, as the 
Court may finally determine. 

The Missouri law permits the com- 
panies to change rates at any time, 
merely requiring them to make a rec- 
ord in the actuarial bureau and in the 
superintendent’s office of the change. 
The Kansas law requires 10 days’ notice 
to the insurance superintendent before 
a rate may be chansée. 

Potts Favors State Insurance. 

Supt. Potts contends that these fea- 
tures of the Missouri bill are particu- 
larly bad. He favors a law by which 
the State will take over the fire insur- 
ance business and insure property, but, 
as an alternative, suggests strict regu- 
lation of companies by an insurance 
commission of three. 

Potts says the provision of the Mis- 
souri law requiring the Insurance Com- 
missioner to find that the companies 
have made an “undue profit’ for five 
years before the superintendent may or- 
der a change, is unfair to the public. He 
declares that it would be practically im- 
possible for the superintendent to prove 
“undue profit.’’ Careful reading of the 
bill indicates that he is mistaken in an 
assertion that the bill does not require 
reports from the companics as to the 
premiums and losses of each class of 
risks. The bill requires such a report. 
Potts also contends the companies are 
able, through manipulation of accounts, 
to effectively prevent discovery of their 
actual earnings. He declares that insur- 
ance profits are of many kinds and 
urges ‘that a fair profit above expenses 
and losses is not by any means as easily 
to be determined as it appears. He says 
that in considering losses, the losses 
must be unavoidable and quotes from 
addresses and testimony of leading in- 
surance men that they frequently wel- 
come big fires for the reason that after 
a big conflagration the business is much 
better and much property which hes 
been uninsured becomes Insured. 

No Fires, No Business. 
Some of the quotations are: 
General Manager of Scottish Union 
and National Insurance Co. of Edin- 
burgh: Were there no fires there would 
be no insurance business; and, on the 
other hand, the greater the fire damage, 
the greater the turn-over out of which 
insurance companies make profit. Speak. 
ing tonight as manager of a fire insur- 
ance company, I say we cannot make 
profits for our shareholders withort 
fires, and, further,*that within certain 
well-defined limits we welcome fires. 
Edwin Milligan, vice-president of the 
Phoenix of Hartford: Speaking for the 
company, for the fire insurance compa- 
nies, I should say that the reduction of 
fire waste would not be a profitable 
thing. I think that as a business fire 
insurance is conducted by companies 
with most satisfaction and with large 
profits in the years when fires are plen- 
ty; a good number of fires means a 
good premium account. 
Henry Evans, president of ‘the Conti- 
nental of New York (before the New 
York Insurance Commission): I don’t 
care anything about a $2,500,000 or a $3,- 
000,000 fire. Just as soon have it as not.

Don’t Attempt to Reduce Fires. 


From these illustrations Potts argues 
that the companies do not really at- 
tempt to prevent payments of large 
amounts and do not attempt to reduce 

He charges that after 
in- 


full amount of the loss, they continued 
to charge the 10 per cent increase for 
12 years. 

Potts declares that the companies can 
by accepting many hézardous risks 
greatly increase their expenses so as to 
prevent any showing of ‘undue prof- 
its,"’ and contends that the law should 
be so framed as to give the Insurance 
Department power to prevent companies 
from accepting bad risks and power to 
limit salaries of officials and other ex- 
penses, which the Missouri bill does not 
give. ; 

The principal difference between the 
proposed law for Missouri and the Kan- 
sas law, aside from the subject of the 
Actuarial Bureau, is in this power to 
fix rates. 

State Has Right to Regulate. 

The insurance Companies, In their op- 
position to the Kansas law, combined 
all their energies in an effort to obtain 
a court decision that insurance was a 
private business and could not be ree 
ulated by the State. The United States 
Supreme Court held that the State haz 
the right to regulate rates. 

The proposed law for Missouri per- 
mits the companies to make their own 
rates through an actuarial bureau. the 
expense of which shall be borne jointly 
by the companies using the bureau. Tt 
peehibits a company from being a mem- 
ber of more than one bureau for the 


| 


of risks. The superintendent is empow- 
ered to require any company or bureau 
to supply him with any information he 
may desire. Rebates and discrimination 
are prohibited by the Missouri bill and 
the Kansas law. 

The Missouri bill provides that the Su- 
perintendent of Insurance, in determin- 
ing the question of rates and profits, 
shall give proper and reasonable consid- 
eration to the conflagration lability 
within and without the State. Potts 
contends that this provision is clearly 
in the interest of the insurance com- 
panies. He denies that there is any real 
probability of another great conflagra- 
tion. He shows that thé loss ratio, the 
proportion of losses to preminms, in H- 
linois for 20 years, has been 50.3 per cent, 
and says that even if the great Chicago 
fire were included in the losses, the 
ratio would be only 2 per cent greater. 
He argues that a very small percentage 
of premium receipts set aside for a few 
years would create a conflagration fund 
sufficient to meet any emergency which 
might arise. 

Would Classify All Risks. 

Potts recommends that if a regulation 
system is to be had in Illinois instead 
of a State insurance system, that 
State should make a scientific study of 
fire risks of the State and should classi- 
fy all. risks; that an Insurance commis- 
sion should fix the maximum rates for 
each class; that all combinations and 
agreements between companies for the 
purpose of fixing rates should be pro- 
hibited. 

He contends the law should specific- 
ally regulate expenses of companies. At 
present he says the insurance companies 
use in expenses and profits 50 per cent 
of the money they receive in premiums, 
‘the expenses, he says, should not ex- 
ceed 15 per cent, and he produces sta- 
tistics to show that many states in

He also criticises the Missouri bill for 
its failure to prohibit the co-insurance 
ciause. The term co-insurance has ‘his 
meaning: 

If an owner, instead of insuring his 
property for its full value, decides he 
will insure it for only a part of its 
value, say one-half, trusting that in 
case of fire it will be extinguished be- 
fore the property is damaged more than 
one-half. To prevent property owners 
from getting benefit of this saving in 
the premium, the companies have de- 
vised what is termed a co-ingurance 
clause ‘to the effect that the policy 
holder, in case of loss by fire, shall be 
paid only that proportion of his policy 
as the full amount of the policy bore to 
the actual value of the property.

HE prevalence of spots before the 
a3 eyes has given rise to a great 
many curious ideas. Almost ev- 
eryone either sees fixed or floating 
spots at times or hears some friend 
complain of these conditions, so that it 
is not strange that many popular mis- 
conceptions have arisen. 

The commonest form of floating spots 
are those which are Known by the 
name of muscae volitantes, an old name, 
which indicates now long the condition 
has been observed. These are tiny 
transparent chains, or strings, which are 
seen especially on a white or brightly 
illuminated field. They persistently float 
.n the line of vision, and though a shake 
of the head may carry them out of 
the way, they at once float back again. 

These spots probably are caused by the 
remains in thé fluid part of the eye of 
certain cells which should have been

of the eye. They never lead to impair- 
ment of vision and, as before stated, are 
perfectly transparent. 

Other floating spots are due to cob- 
web-like masses of inflammatory mate- 
rial which is thrown out into the fluid 
of the eye by some low-grade inflamma- 
tion. These spots usually obscure the 
vision, which is their great point of dif- 
ference from the former ones. 

It is, of course, important to find out 
in any case whether the spots are due 
to inflammation, or not, and this can 
only be done by a skilled observer. 

It is a prevalent idea that the wearing 
of a dotted veil may leave permanent 
spots in the field of vision. While the 
dotted veil may be a source of strain- 
by causing the wearer to pull on the eye 
muscles in order to avoid the obstruc- 
tion to vision, it certainly is not the case 
ihat the dots, pr any other object seen, 
can be permanently photographed on the 
nerve tissues of the eye. 

There is only one exception to this 
statement. Many persons who have care- 
lessly .looked too much at the sun, 
generally in observing the eclipse, have 
actually produced a slight inflammatory 
change in the retina, so that there is 
always a blurry spot wherever they look 
But it is doubtful if any light less bril- 
liant than the sun can produce a per- 
manent spot, and certainly a dark ob- 
ject cannot do so. 


Historical Gems. 

HE largest known diamond is the 
Rajah, which once belonged to the 
Sultan of Matan, in the Island of Bor- 
néo. It is an egg-shaped stone, weigh- 
ing 367 carats. At one time the Gover- 
nor of Borneo offered for it $500,000, two 
war vessels fully equipped, a number of 
cannon and a quantity of powder and 
shot; but this offer was refused, the 
Rajah believing that the fortunes of bis 

family were connected with this gem. 

The most famous diamond, the Koh-i- 
noor, now in the possession of King 
George V, was once the pride of the 
Great Mogul. When in the rough it 
weighed 900 carats, but now, after vari- 
ous cuttings, it weighs but 123 carats. 
lhe Orloff diamond, once the eye of 
an Indian idol, and now the property 
of the Emperor of Russia, is an egz- 
shape” stone of great beauty, weigt- 
ing 102% carats. 

A historical diamond is the Regent, or 
Pitt diamond. ‘In weight it is 136% 
carats, and in clearness it is unrivaled; 
its form is nearly perfect, its diameter 
and depth being almost equal. It was 
found in Golconda, taken to England 
by Mr. Pitt, grandfather of the famous 
“Sarl of Chatham, and sold by him to the 
Duc d’Orleans for $660,000. It after- 
wards decorated the royal crown of 
France. Napoleon used it to ornament 
the hilt of his sword, but it was taken 
by the Prussians at the field of Waterloo
